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INSTRDCTIONS  FOR  USE  OF  COEE 


An  effort  has  been  made  to  make  this  code  as  simple  as  possible©    It  is  a  combination 
word  and  niimeral  code.    Grade  and  color  designations  are  abbreviated  and  used  as  code 
words.    Staple  lengths  in  terms  of  1/32  inch  are  indicated  by  numerals ♦    The  number 
of  points  on  or  off  the  base  grade,  Middling  15/16  inch,  also  is  indicated  by 
numerals.    A  few  code  words  for  specific  meanings  are  included. 

This  code  should  be  used  in  sending  all  market  telegrams  regardless  of  the  length  of 
the  messages,  and  the  subject  matter  of  all  market  telegrams  should  be  sent  in  the 
following  order: 

(a)  Middling  15/16  inch  price. 

(b)  Sales  reported  for  the  day, 

(c)  Differences  (unchanged  or  changed). 

The  following  instructions  should  be  followed  carefully  vftien  using  the  code: 

lo    Telegrams  should  be  prepared  in  paragraph  form.    Paragraphs  should  begin  with 
abbreriations  and  words.    Note  that  paragraphs  always  begin  with  code  words  and 
never  with  numerals.    This  is  very  important .    If  messages  are  prepared  in  paragraph 
form,  telegraph  companies  will  transmit  and  deliver  them  in  that  form,  thus 
facilitating  decoding  when  received. 

2.  mihen  indicating  the  Middling  15/16  inch  price,  simply  use  the  actual  price  in 
niimerals  immediately  following  the  code  word  JERRY.    For  exan5>le,  JKlatf  10.15  would 
mean  "Middling  15/16  inch  price  quoted  today  10.15.** 

3.  When  indicating  the  number  of  bales  reported  sold  in  a  market,  use  the  word  SAL^ 
immediately  followed  by  the  number  of  bales  sold  expressed  in  numsrals.    For  example, 
SAIiES  2519  means  "The  nximber  of  bales  reported  sold  in  this  market  today  was  2519.'* 
If  no  sales  are  to  be  reported,  simply  use  the  code  word  "NOSAL**. 

4.  The  appropriate  code  word  for  the  grade  and  color  shoxild  always  be  used  at  the 
beginning  of  a  paragraph  and  followed  by  numerical  combinations  indicating  staple 
length  and  differences. 

5.  The  numerical  code  for  staple  length  and  the  quoted  differences  in  points  should 
be  encoded  as  a  single  number  which  will  vary  from  three  to  five  digits.  (This 
assumes  that  differences  will  not  exceed  999  points.)    For  exaii5)le,  if  the  quoted 
difference  for  13/16  inch  is  100  points,  it  should  be  encoded  26100.    In  this  example 
the  "26"  indicates  that  the  staple  length  is  13/16  inch  and  the  quoted  difference  is 
100  points,  2825  means  "7/8  inch  25  points",  315  means  "31/32  inch  5  points",  etc. 
When  it  is  desired  to  code  an  "even"  quotation,  indicating  no  points  on  or  off  the 
base  grade,  add  000  to  the  two  numbers  indicating  the  staple  length.    For  example, 
29000  means  "29/32  inch  even",  32000  means  "one  inch  even",  34900  means  1-1/16  inches 
even",  etc.    The  words  "on"  and  "off"  should  always  follow  the  quotation  or  group  of 
quotations  to  which  they  are  applicable  in  each  paragraph. 

6.  mien  it  is  desired  to  report  uniform  increases  or  decreases  in  any  group  of 
quoted  differences,  the  grade  and  color  should  be  indicated  first  then  the  code  word 
indicating  the  nature  of  the  changes,  followed  by  the  appropriate  numeral  denoting 
the  number  of  points.    In  cases  where  uniform  changes  are  to  be  reported  in  any  group 
of  quoted  differences  having  the  same  staple  length,  the  grade  and  color  should  be 
indicated  first,  followed  by  the  code  numeral  for  the  staple  length,  then  the  code 
word  indicating  the  nature  of  the  changes,  followed  by  the  appropriate  numeral 
denoting  the  number  of  points  (see  examples  4,  5,  6,  and  7).
